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WORLEYS  IN  AMERICA 


The  English  families  of  ft  or  leys  were  very  early  settlers  in 
this  county. 

The  earliest  records  show  that  they  settled  around  Philadelphia, 
Virginia  and  in  Carolina. 

John  Yiorley  received  a  land  grant  in  Westmoreland  Co.  Va. 

in  l66l .  _ 

George  Worley  owned  800  acres  in  Va.  by  virtue  01  a  former 

patent  in  1643.  , 

\Vn> .  Worley  came  to  Va.  in  1662  when  only  13  years  old^  and . 
became  a  land  owner  in  Warwick  Co.  in  1650  and  held  the  titles 
of  Lt.  Col.  and  Major.  - 

Henry  Worley  came  from  England  with  a  certificate  from  the^ 
minister  at  Gravesend  to  the  Church  of  England  in  va.  logo. 

Spellings  differ  according  to  the  recorder .Some  English  records 
are  spelled  Wirley,  Ayrly,  etc. 

Daniel  Worley,  merchant  of  London,  held  a  large  land  grant  in 
Pa .  and  the  Pa.  Archives  use  the  spelling  Wharley ,  referring 

to  him. 

Old  deeds  of  Carolina  show  that  John  Worley  owned  land  there 
prior  to  1706. 

John  Daniel  Worley  came  from  England  in  1729. 

Old  New  England  records  contain  their  names. 

Diederich  Werlie  aged  4l  and  Hendrik  Werley  age  60  came  from 
Holland  in  1736-7  • 

However  most  Worleys  in  this  country  are  of  English  origin. 

Abraham  Worley,  early  settler  of  Bucks  Co.  Pa.  and  sheriff 
there,  removed  to  Jamaica  in  1633  and  died  there  in  l5b9 •

Anthony  Worley 


History  brings  to  us  these  outstanding  facts  regarding  the 
life  of  Anthony  Worley. 

He  was  listed  on  the  muster  roll  of  Capt.  Richard  Morgan's 
Company  to  protect  Mecklenburg  in  1755*  ^  _  f 

This  was  a  settlement  on  the  Potomac,  first  called  Swesringeh 
ferry,  then  Mecklenburg,  later  Shepherdstown,  now  in  Jefferson 
County  in  W.  Va.  It  was  one  of  the  first  crossings  used 
by  people  from  York  Co.  Pa.  as  well  as  others  from  the  north 
side  of  the  Potomac  ,  to  reach  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

Worleys  lived  on  both  sides  of  the  river  in  Md .  &  Va. 

The  will  of  Michael  bedinger  dated  1772  and  proved  in  Frederic 
County,  Va.  gave  to  his  son  Henry  200  acres  bought  from 
Anthony  Worley,  and  to  his  son  -Daniel,  the  remainder  of  380  a. 
bought  from  Anthony  Worley. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  bedinger  bought  j80  acres  at  some  time 

prior  to  his  death  in  1772,  from  Anthony  Worley. 

Bedinger  had  come  from  York  Co.  Pa.  about  1762. 

(See  Historic  Shepherdstown  by  Dandridge.) 

It  is  apparent  that  with  others  from  that  section,  Anthony 
emigrated  northward  to  Bedford  Co.  Pa.  as  his  name  first 
appears  on  the  tax  list3  of  Bedford  Co.  Pa.  in  1775 »  with 
Achor  'r‘orley,  Ezekiel  Worley  and  Ezekiel  worley  Jr.  all  in 
Colerain  Twd.  (See  Pa.  Arch.  3rd  ser.  Vol.  22.  ) 

Within  10  years  Anthony  is  listed  as  a  non  resident  but  still 
paying  taxes  on  50  acres  in  Colerain  Twp.  Pa. 

Then  his  name  is  no  longer  listed. 


He  had  evidently  made  a  claim  to  land  south  of  the  Ohio  prior 
to  1781,  as  he  was  given  a  certificate  to  400  acres  on  the 


Sandy  River,  with  pre-emption  rights  to  lOOOacres  adjoining. 
These  claims  were  in  Monongalia  Co.  W.  Va.  and  on  western 
waters.  The  ^andy  River  was  called  the  Big  tfandy,  to  distinqui 
it  from  the  Little  oandy ,  farther  west  in  By. 

Anthony  ??orley  was  listed  in  the  first  census  of  Monongalia  Go 
Va.  tho  he  may  have  lands  on  both  sides  of  the  Sandy  River. 


Anthony  and  Diana  sold  land  to  nzekiel  »*orley  in  1T95,  to 
amount  of  287  pounds  in  English  money,  both  signatures  being 
on  the  deed.  As  the  records  burned  the  next  year  and  the  old 
county  included  about  20  of  the  present  counties,  no  further 
record  of  either  have  so  far  been  found.  u  * R  &

John  Worley  and  Anthony  V»orley  landed  at  Alexandria  and  located 
about  eight  miles  o£  the  place.  They  are  named  as  early  settlers 
with  Pyles,  Bradfords,  veach,  Vaughter  and  Burris  families. 
Alexandria  was  at  first  the  most  important  place  in  the  county, 
but  after  Portsmouth  was  laid  out, it  dwindled  until  in  I883 
no  trace  of  it  was  left. 

Friendship  was  a  village  on  Turkey  Creek  and  the  Friendship 
cemetery  has  Corleys  buried  there. 

Worleys  lived  at  Friendship  and  Portsmouth  and  were  connected  b 
marriage  with  many  families  t  ere.

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Letters  from  John  J.  Worley  to  his  brother  Jesse  Corley 

Plattsburg,  Neb.  Oct. 17,1863 

Dear  Brother:  Today  finds  us  reasonably  well  except  the 
two  youngest  children  have  whooping  cough  pretty  bad. 

Th  ere  have  been  a  number  of  deaths  since  I  left  home. 

Phil  Sheffer  died  the  other  day.  I  was  with  him  2  or  o 
days  beore  he  died.  Have  been  at  home  11  days.  Came  from 
Ft.  Randall  ahead  of  the  command  by  water  with  a  fleet  of 
canoes  and  skiffs.  Left  the  command  at  Randall  to  come  by 
land.  Part  of  them  arrived  at  Omaha  last  wk.  The  rest  will 
be  here  tomorrow.  I  have  to  report  to  Omaha  head  quarters 
tomorrow.  We  will  be  paid  off  and  discharged  Tues.  or  A-ed. 

Our  9  mos.  ezpired  the  13th  of  Sept.  At  that  time  we  were 
a  long  ways  from  home  "ana  above  St.  Pierre  in  the  Indian 
country.  Our  com  mand  had  quite  a  battle  on  the  evening  of 
Sept.  13th.  Two  hundred:  miles  above  St.  Pierre^  E.  of 
the  Lo.  river,  125  milks,  near  Long  Lake  &  Devil's  Lake. 
l|  miles  from  the  latter  on  a  high  table  land  known  as 
White  Stone  Hill.  The  battlefield  is  so  named.  I  will 
give  you  a  graphic  account  of  the  battle  as  I  participated 

in  it  and  witnessed  the  whole  afiair.  On  the  3^d,  we  had 
seen  fresh  signs  of  Ind  ians  and  marched  25  milks  and 
camped  for  the  n  ight.  Three  companies  of  the  Iowa  bth,  had 
been  scouting  for  the  enemy. 

Af  ter  we  had  inssddled  our  horses  ana  were 
eating  our  supper,  our  guides  came  dashing  into  camp 
with  their  horses  nearly  run  down  &  announced-  that  they 
had  discovered  a  large  encampment  of  the  enemy.  The  sun  was 
three  quarters  of  an  hour  high  ana  we  had  12  miles  to  go. 

Yve  left  four  companies  to  guard  our  tram.  You  ought  to 
have  heaa  Gen.  Suiiy  rip  &  snort  at  the  Iowa  bth.  They  were 
slow  getting  started.  Y.hen  we  mounted  and  the  bugle  sounced 
to  march,  Gen.  Sully  store  in  tones  of  thunder  that  the 
Nevb.  2nd  could  saddle  &  ride  to  h  ell  &  back  before  the 
6th  could  get  saddled  &  started.  Our  horses  became  excited 
&  full  of  life  and  all  the  brigaa  e  horses  &  mules  were 
some  of  them  loose  &  some  tied  out  to  grass.  They  started 
full  speed  after  us  1  we  went  pel  mel  with  four  pieces  of 
artillery.  Gen.  Sully  took  position  on  an  imminence  half  a 

mile  from  our  lines  which  were  formed  in  a  hollv;  square, 
surrounding  the  Indians,  and  out:  interpreters  wanted  them 
to  give  themselves  up  but  they  would  not,  &  opened  fire  on 
the  Iowa  6th.  The  sun  wa  s  down.  Th  ey  said  we  had  better 
get  away  if  we  did  not  want  our  soldiers  Killed. 

After  they  had  opened  the  ball,  we  poured  into  their  midst 
such  a  volley  of  rifle  1  revolver  fire  as  they  little  thought 
of.  Y/e  kept  up  the  fire  until  after  dark.  Our  Regt.-&  the 
Iowa  6th  were  closing  in  so  fast  that  we  were  within  30  or 
40  steps  of  them  on  one  side  1  the  Iowa  6th  on  the  other. 

It  was  so  dark  there  was  danger  of  firing  on  each  other 
so  the  bugle  sounded  to  fall  back. 
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Plattsmouth  letter  p.2. 

Vie  fell  back  one  mile  and  laid  on  our  arms  all  night. 

The  General  Sc  artillery  kept  their  positions  until  next  m 
morning  when  we  marched  on  the  field.  A  good  many  got 
away  in  the  night  that  we  did  not  capture  but  that  A.M. 
some  200  gave  them  selves  up.  In  the  morning  the  sight  was 
hard  to  behold.  Both  Indians,  men,  women  &  children, 
soldiers  Sc  horses  lay  strewn  over  the  field  &  piled  up  on  each 
other.  Their  property  lay  strewn  over  6  or  7  miles  and  they 
must  have  hs.d  5  or  6  hundred  dogs  packed  with  their  robes 
&  trinkets.  That  day  we  spent  burying  our  dead  an  d  shooting 
their  dogs  Sc  wound  ed  Indians,  Sc  capturing  ponies  Sc 
plunder.  They  had  laid  in  a  supply  of  dried  buffalo  meat 
of  the  choicest  kind.  V.e  loaded  200,000  lbs,  into  the  brigade 
wagons  and  hauled  It  away  and  burned  as  much  more,  and  all 
property  we  did  not  want  or  could  not  take. 

.Gen.  Sully  has  been  in  many  battles  under  Gen.  Harne£  at 
Ash  Hollow  and  declares  this  was  the  most  destructive  battle 
he  had  ever  seen  or  heard  of.  Our  losses  were  not  great. 

Some  20  or  30  killed  &  wounded  15  or  20. 

The  Indian  loss  was  estimated  by  prisoners  Sc  by  Gen.  Sully 
as  600  killed  or  taken  prisoners.  If  we  had  had  sufficient 
supplies  we  could  have  cleaned  out  that  whole  country  of 
Indians.  The  Xissouri  river  was  so  low  that  boats  could  not 
come  up  with  supplies  and  we  had  to  c  ome  back  against  our 
wishes.  Vi' hen  we  saw  how  the  Indians  had  maimed  Sc  scalped 
our  wound  ed  that  night,  cut  out  their  tongues  and  split 
them  &  every  sort  of  barbarity  known  only  to  them,  pulled  out 
their  eyes,  thos  e  of  thir  wounded  fared  similarly  by  us  , 
the  soldiers  were  so  enraged  by  the  cruelyies.  The  prisoners 
.  were  le  ft  at  Ft.  Randall. 

I  want  you  to  write  me  on  receipt  of  this  and  let  me  know  what 
you  are  about  and  if  you  have  he  rd  from  Dick,  ^ust  close 
as  dinner  is  ready.  Will  write  again  when  we  are  mustered  out 
of  service.

As  I  have  not  heard  from  you  for  some  tine 
I  thought  I  would  write  a  few  lines.  We  are  all  well  ex 
cept  bad  colds.  The  children  have  been  bad  off  the  last 
few  days  but  are  now  getting  better,  &  I  got  permission 
to  come  home  last  Wed.  Will  have  to  return  tomorrow. 

We  are  quartered  in  the  Capitol  building  in  Omaha, 
Nebraska  Territory.  Prior  to  this  we  were  quartered  one 
and  a  he If  miles  in  the  timber.  We  fare  well  in  our  new 
quarters.  We  will  leave  here  in  the  spring  for  the  north 

west  on  an  Indian  campaign.  'We  will  go  up  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Yellowstone  and  introduce  ourselves  to  the  first 
yellowskins  that  fall  in  our  way  in  a  hostile  attitude. 

I  want  you  to  write  me  if  you  have  heard 
anything  from  Dick  since  he  had  his  leg  amputated  and 
how  he  is  getting  along.  We  have  had  an  open  winter  so  f 
far  and  the  ferry  boat  is  running.  But  today  is  some 
what  squally. 

I  believ  e  there  is  no  more  news  how,  n  more  than  to 
say  we  have  a  telegraph  office  here  and  get  news  2  or  3 
times  daily.  I  want  you  to  write  me  immediately.

Daniel  Worley  of  London,  v.-oolen  draper  and  merchant, 
was  granted  3000  acres  in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania, 

"between  the  Susquehanna  and  Delaware  rivers,  date  being 
Apr. A,  1695.  Quit  rent  of  1  shilling  in  English  money  to 
begin  7  years  after  taking  up  and  seating. 

By  endorsement  the  quitrent  was  released  unto  Daniel,  the 
heir  and  oldest  son  of  the  aforesaid  Daniel  Worley. 

For  300  pounds  it  was  released  unto  Rowland  Ellis. 

Edward  Beeson  of  Newcastle,  Del.  produced  a  copy  of  an 
indenture  dated  Mar. 11,  1703  from  Daniel  Worley  and  his 
wife  Mary  Pennington,  reciting  there  were  other  parties 
nho  were  heirs  to  the  grant.  It  was  set  aside.

Thomas  Worley  of  Harrisburg,  was  born  Jan.  7,  1799,  the-  son 
of  Daniel  Worley  of  ¥ork.  Pa.  and  was  descended  from  Francis 
Worley,  one  of  the  first  settlers  west  of  the  Susquehanna  river. 

He  came  to  Harrisburg  when  but  15  and  attended  the  night  schools. 

He  learned  the  trade  of  wagon  maker  and  wheel  wright  and  Y/hen 
transportation  between  the  eastern  cities  and  Pittsburg  was  by 
wagons,  his  business  was  quite  extensive.  He  was  elected  Director 
of  the  poor  and  filled  several  offices  with  ability  and  faithful¬ 
ness.  He  was  a  man  of  good  habits  and  sterling  integrity  and  per¬ 
haps  no  man  in  his  sphere  of  life  exerted  a  greater  or  better  , 
influence  over  his  neighbors  and  friends. 

He  married  about  1825  Mary  Uhler  v;ho  was  born  Oct.  26,  1800,  in 
Dauphin  Co.  Pa.  and  died  Oct.  2,  1878.  They  had  ^usanna,  Frederick,
